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CLEVELAND MEETING SUCCESSFUL 


There was an unusually large attendance at the Fifth 
Annual Meeting in Cleveland on October 2-3, and the meeting was 
a highly successful one. As evidence of the increasing interest 
in the work of the Institute, there were numerous visitors at the 
various sessions. 


A number of technical papers were presented covering a 
wide range of subjects and many interesting points were raised in 
discussion. In the session devoted to pedestrian control, for 
example, Mr. Van Duzer and Mr. Stupka brought out the surprising 
fact that the accident injury rate for children both in Washing- 
ton and in Philadelphia was about three times greater than that 
for adults, indicating that there is still room for improvement 
in child safety work. 


Mr. Nachod's method for computing the proper length and 
division of the signal cycle gave evidence of considerable work 
and much careful thought. It is an excellent mathematical analy- 
sis and deserves careful study by those who are interested in 
placing the timing of signals upon a rational basis. 


Mr. Eames in discussing pedestrian control by signals 
gave an instructive history of the growth of signal control and 
of the advancements made in both design and practice. 


Mr. Kreml stressed the fundamentals of traffic law 
enforcement and the need for closer cooperation between the engi- 
neering and enforcement departme:.ts if the plans of the traffic 
engineer are to be translated effectively into practice. He also 
advocated the removal of the criminal stigma attaching to traffic 
offenses, and suggested the use of the term "traffic infraction." 


ANNUAL DINNER 


The anmaal dinner was the highlight of the meeting. 
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Much to the regret of all present, the principal speaker of the 
evening, Dr. Friday, was unable to attend because of illness. 
Dr. Friday is a well known economist of Washington, D.C. and a 
very popular speaxer. His address, "The Effect of Automotive 
Development Upon Urban Real Estate Values," had been anticipated 
with a great deal of interest. 


To fill the gap, three moving pictures on the subject of 
street and highway safety were shown. Mr. Cole of the Metropoli- 
tan Life Insurance Company kindly arranged for the showing of the 
company's new animated technicolor cartoon, "Once Upon a Time." 
From the moment Pandora raises the lid of the forbidden chest 
thus releasing two goblins, "Carelessness" and "Discourtesy" the 
film is full of action. These goblins plot to cause well known 
nursery rhyme characters to become involved in present day types 
of street accidents. The situation is finally remedied by two 
good fairies, "Carefullness" and "Courtesy." New Jersey's safety 
film, "Public Enemy No. 1," illustrated a number of traffic acci- 
dents and the measures necessary to avoid them. In one scene, a 
car was rolled from the top of a building 120 feet high to show 
the distructive force of an impact at 60 miles per hour. The 
film of the Aetna Life Insurance Company was a graphic illustra- 
tion of why accidents happen and how they can be prevented. 


OPEN FORUM 


During the open forum following the dinner, it was pro- 
posed that the Institute approve the standard of colors through 
signal lenses adopted by the American Standards Association. 
The discussion centered upon the advantages of the admiralty 
(blue) green advocated by the Standards Association as opposed to 
yellow-green. It is claimed that the admiralty-green can be dis- 
tinguished from red by the color blind. Several controversial 
points were raised and because of lack of sufficient information 
a vote was postponed. 


BOARD OF DIRECTION MEETS 


At the meeting of the Board of Direction the qualifica- 
tions for the several classes of membership were reviewed, and 
a conmittee was appointed to consider and report upon the advisa- | 
bility of establishing a class of membership to which those who | 
were not professional traffic engineers but were actively inter- 
ested in traffic engineering or in some phase of it would be 


eligible. 

It was decided to print the report of the committee on ‘1@ 
professional curriculum for distribution among colleges and uni- 
versities. 


The proposal of a diploma as evidence of membership in | 
the Institute, was discussed and the Secretary instructed to 
prepare a sample for the inspection and approval of members.
